I believe the burden on this question is on 


Watts; and I think if this is the case, he should only have $1.00 


per day. Besides it is in evidence that Watts déd no petter work 


than other hands who were being paid $1.00 per day, But should the 
curt be of opinion that the burden of proof on this question is 
on Johnson then Mr. Watts should be allowed $2,00 per day for the 
time he worked during the time Schroeder continued to be foreman, 
which T ascertain from Mr. Johnson's time beoks to be 13% days.

I have made and attach hereto a statement chargeing Mr.Watts with

books, and giving him credit with the $2218.29, total credits shown

There was filed before me in addition to the depositcons taken 
before me, the statement of J.R.Legg, the deposition of F,A.Schroe- 
der, and an agreed statement of Mr.Tubbs and Mrs.Johnson, which I 
considered as evidence in arriving at the conclusions hereinbe- 
fore set forth, and I return the same with this report. 

I have found some difficult questions of fact to decide in this 
case, and have had to make up my report rather hurriedly, but I 
believe I have arrived at the correct conclusions, and if I have 
not done so, I hope the court will correct such mistakes as I have 
made.
